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Currovus FAcTs.—Toad sare not the 
enly animals which have the power of 
living for a considerable time without 
nourishment and communication with 
the external air, Two living worms were 
found in Spain in the middle of a block 
of marble which a sculptor was carving 
into a lion for the royal family. These 
worms occupied two small cavities to 
which there was no inlet that could 
possibly admit the air, They subsisted, 
probably, on the marble, as they were of 
the same color. This fact was verified 
by Captain Ulloa, a famous Spaniarn, 
Who accompanied \ie French Academi- 
cans in their great voyage to Peru for 
the purpose of ascertaining the figure of 
the earth. He asserts that he saw these 
two worms. A_ beetle of these species 
called Capricorn was found in a piece of 
woud in the hold of ashipa Plymouth. 
The wood had no external mark of any 
aperture. We read inthe Affiches des 
Province, June 1772, that an adder was 
found alive in the centre of a block of 
marble thirty feet in diameter, It was 
folded nine times round in a spiral line; 
it was incapable of supporting air, and 
died a few minutes after. Upon examin- 
ing the stone not the smallest trace was 
to be found by which it could have glided 
in or received air, Mission, in his travels 
through Italy, mention a cray-fish that 
was found alive in the midst of a mass 
}of marble in the environ of Tivoli, M.

BE, Campnipar Briper.—A short time 
ago attention was ealled to the alleged 
unsafe condition of tha bridge on the 
Lowell R. R. between Boston and East 
Cambridge. A competant engineer has 
recently examined the bridge. Ie took 
a boat and apent some hours under the 
bridge, and wherever the timber looked 
suspicious he tested it by boring, and 
found it perfectly sound, and all the 
timbers on which the tracks rest are de- 
clared to bein excellent condition. ‘There 
is no sign of decay any where except on 
tho upper side where the timbers are 
covered with the floor planks, and here 
the defects were conlined to an inch or 
two on the upper side, so that the strength 
of the bridge is hardly perceptibly im- 
paired, There tsa gravel road bed, 18 
inches deep, resting on the floor planks. 
These are decayed, but the tracks do not 
depend upon the floor for support. Should 
a train run off the track this floor would 
probably fuil, but such a contingency is 
improbable, for the company are making 
preparations to remove this gravel and 
floor and putin an open timber fioor, the 
matorials for this purpose being already 
on the spot.

STATE ALMSItOUSF.— The annual re- 


ports of our publie charitable and reforim- 
atory institntions are made up to the first 
of October, in order that they may be laid 
before the legislature, iu print, at the 
opening of the session. The board of tn- 
spectors of the State almshouse, in Tewks- 
byry have prepared their eighteenth annu- 
al report, covering those ef the superin- 
tendent and physician. The cost of each 
inmate has been less during the last year 
than sinee the war. ‘Phe new hospital is 
now nearly completed, and the expense 
Will be inside of the appropriation of $20,- 
000 by the last legisiature. The recepta- 
cle for insane paupers will be completed 
during the winter. 

The number of deaths have been large 
compared with previous years, being 802 
ofthe 2602 adinitted during the year. This 
fearful death rate is accounted for by the 
small pox which has raged in Lowell and 
vicinity. ‘The superintendent's report 
states that ‘the whole nmamber supported 
during the year has been 2215, an average 
of 749 weekly. The expenditures of the 
institution have amounted to $70,509 77 


a weekly average of S181 for each pa- 
tient. The superintendent suggests sey- 


eral improvements in the way of affording 
more room for individnal intimates and bet- 
ter ventilation. Of 1494 inmates, 725 were 
notives of Ireland, 388 of Massachusettes, 


149 of the British Vrovinees, and 47 of 
England.
